Charles Peterson was one of the u n­ 
heralded obscu re captains of indu stry 
who nev ertheless hav e been of great 
serv ice in the bu ilding 
of

His 
name is still a familiar one to some 
of those who are engaged in manu fac­ 
tu ring the iron pipes now so largely 
u sed for the carry ing of water 
from 
reserv oirs 
and 
gas 
from 
tanks 
throu gh the streets of ou r cities. 
In 
one of the su bsidiary companies of the 
United States Steel Corporation Pet­ 
erson is still spoken of with respect, 
althou gh it is in the most v agu e man­ 
ner that his name is associated with 
the commodities produ ced by that su b­ 
sidiary company . 
You see, it 
was 
Peterson who rev olu tionized for the 
world the method of m aking iron pipe, 
¡thereby adding millions to the general 
' wealth. 
I first met Charles Peterson abou t 
30 y ears ago. 
He was then employ ­ 
ed as a skilled artisan; in fact, all his 
life he was so employ ed, and It was 
while he was engaged In the manu fac­ 
tu re of Iron tu bes or pipes by hand 
that he had conceiv ed the Idea of the 
apparatu s by means of which today 
Iron pipe is molded by machinery , a 
rev olu tionary process.

Au rora Beacon wfent (o press in the 
afternoon it was noticed that the paper 
did not look natu ral. 
The news show­

An inv estigation showed that 
the press had been jarred from its 
base and was not working normally . 
Among the Illinois cities and towns 
that reported the tremors distinctly 
felt 
are 
Joliet, 
Galesbu rg, 
Au rora, 
Rockford, Kankakee, Men dot a, Dix on, 
Elgin, Freeport and Galena. 
In Ra­ 
cine, Milwau kee, Janesv ille and other 
Wisconsin cities the shock was dis­ 
tinctly felt.

Until the new penal code was adopt­ 
ed by the gov ernment, persons who 
sent opiu m and other habitrforming 
dru gs throu gh the mails were not lia­ 
ble to arrest. 
The only penalty was 
confiscation of the dru gs when fou nd. 
Under the new law, the offender is 
liable to a fine of $1,000 and two y ears’ 
imprisonment.

Admiral Evans Dead Altar Ill­ 


ness ol Three Hours. 


AN ATTACK OF INDIGESTION 


Seizure Followed a Luncheon at Which 
the Old Admiral Was the Gayest cf 
the Gay, and in Three Hours, Bluff 
Sea-Flghter, Who Had Faced Many 


rn Storm of Shot and Shell, Had 
Bowed to the Final Foe. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—Following an 
Illness of less than three hours, Roar 
Admiral Robley U. Evans, familiarly 
known to the American people as 
"Fighting Bob” Evans, died at his homo 
in this city at 5 o'clock last evening. An 
acute attack of indigestion which came 
on after he had eaten his luncheon. 
was the cause of death. 
With Admiral Evans at the time of 
hts death were his wife and his daugh­ 
ter, 
Mrs. 
Harold 
Bewall. 
Another 
daughter, the wife of Captain C. 0 
M arsh of the United States navy, ar­ 
rived later from Norfolk. 
Ills sn) 
Fran k Taylor Evans, is a lieutenant 
in the navy, attached to tile United 
States ship Mohican, now stationed ct 
Olongalo, in the Philippines. 
\rrang< - 
m ents for the funeral have been placed 
In the hands of the navy department. 
Admiral Evans’s body will be accord­ 
ed all military honors and the burial 
will take place Friday afternoon in 
Arlington national cemetery. 
According to members of the fam­ 
ily, Admiral Evans was to all appear­ 
ances in the best of health up to the 
tim e of his fatal illness. 
At luncheon 
he was the gayest person at the table, 
and laughed and joked all through the 
meal. 
Shortly before 5 o’clock Admiral Ev­ 
an s complained of difficulty in breath­ 
ing. 
His daughter, Mrs. Se wall, who 
was in the room at 
the 
moment, 
propped him up with pillows. 
The 
abdomen became distended and the 
adm iral’s 
difficulty 
in 
getting 
his 
breath increased. 
Suddenly his head 
dropped to one side as he lay in this 
half-sitting posture. 
In that instant 
death came.

A Notable Record. 


To the country generally “Fighting 
Bob" Evans was the hero of the new 
navy. 
It was his fortune to be on the 
spot in several seas when decisive ac­ 
tion was necessary to uphold his coun­ 
tr y ’s dignity, and his method of stand­ 
ing up for the rights of Americans and 
the glory of the flag sent, responsive 
thrills from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific. 
Evans was a commanding figure j 
in big things, a history m aker, and al­ 
though he was denied at the close of 
his long service the honor he wanted 
most, a vice admiralty, there was no 
doubt that he found some compensa­ 
tion in the enthusiastic regard of the 
people. 
In Valparaiso, in 1891, with one gun­ 
boat, the Yorktown, to back his word . 
he bristled up to the Chilean govern­ 
ment, brought about an apology for en 
assault on American sailors, and did 
ars much to enhance the reputation of 
his country as could have been gained 
by a battle. 
It was off Valparaiso 
That he got his name, “Fighting Bol)." 
H e was born in Floyd county, Vir­ 
ginia. on Aug. 18, 1846, and was tile 
son of Dr. S am i#1 Andrew Jackson 
Evans. 
In his b<% nod he shot rab­ 
bits and got such». booling as rural 
Virginia afforded in 
>se days. When 
his father died in 1855, he went to live 
x Th his uncle in Washington. 
Here 
he attended Gongaza college, a Cath­ 
olic institution. 
In 1860 he was of­ 
fered an appointment to the naval 
academy, where he was graduated in 
18C3. 
In the civil war he participated 
in the desperate assault upon and cap­ 
tu re of Fort Fisher. 
A forlorn hope 
m ade up of volunteers from the fleet. 
w as sent against the works, regarded 
up to that time as impregnable. It was 
one of the most sanguinary assaults 
of the war. 
When it was over Mid- 
ahipm an Evans lay amid corpses piled 
in the trench at the foot of the breast­ 
works, fairly riddled with bullets and 
half strangled between the dead and 
dying. 
He had been shot through both 
legs and had received m any wounds 
In th e body. 
A bullet through the 
right knee caused a perm anent stiff­ 
ness. 
Evans was promoted by act of 
congress 
for 
conspicuous 
gallan try , 
and sailed for China in the Delaware, 
♦* e flagship of Vice Admiral Rowan. 
Upon his return to the United States 
eutenant Commander Evans was as- 
.lgned to ordnance duty until 1870, the 
year he married Charlotte Taylor, a 
daughter of Frank Taylor of W ash­ 
ington and a granddaughter of General 
Daniel Morgan. In 1881 h e was detail­ 
ed as equipment officer at the W ash­ 
ington navy yard and became much 
interested in the practical working of 
Iron and steel. 
Ile was a m em ber of 
th e first advisory hoard, whose report 
laid th*. foundation of the new navy. 
It was upon a resolution offered by 
E vans that steel was adopted as the 
m aterial for the construction of our 
fighting ships. 
In 189J Evans was m ade a captain, 
and in 1898. as com m ander of the bat­ 
tleship Iowa, took part in the destrnc 
tion of the Spanish fleet in Santiago 
harbor. Captain Evans was made rear 
adm iral on Feb. ll, 1901.

Ile charged the operators with 
irregularities of various 
sorts, and 
claimed the bad 
mining conditions 
were responsible for such accidents as 
those at 
Throop and 
Cherry 
Hill, 
where hundreds of miners had their 
lives snuffed out. 
President White urged the miners 
to stand like soldiers for their cause. 
He declared he was a lover of peace 
and sought peace at all times, but did 
not wish to purchase it with the rights 
of the mine workers. ,

C harles Peterson was one of the un­ 
heralded obscure cap tains of industry 
who nevertheless have been of great 
service in the building 
of 
m aterial 
prosperity of the U nited States. 
His 
nam e is still a fam iliar one to som e 
of those who are engaged in m anufac­ 
turing the iron pipes now so largely 
used for the carry ing of w ater 
from 
reservoirs 
and 
gas 
from 
tanks 
through the streets of our cities. 
In 
one of the subsidiary com panies of the 
U nited States Steel C orporation P e t­ 
erson Is still spoken of w ith respect, 
although it is in the m ost vague m an­ 
ner th a t his nam e is associated with 
the commodities produced by th a t sub­ 
sidiary company . 
You see, it 
was 
Peterson who revolutionized for the 
world the method of m a k ing iron pipe, 
thereby adding m illions to the general 
wealth. 


1 first met C harles P eterson about 
30 y ears ago. 
H e w as then employ ­ 
ed as a skilled a rtis a n; in fact, all his 
life he was so em ploy ed, and it was 
while he was engaged in the m anufac­ 
ture of iron tubes or pipes by hand 
th a t he had conceived the idea of the 
a p p a ra tus by m eans of which today 
iron pipe is molded by m achinery , a 
revolutionary process. 
“The discovery was sim ple enough,” 
Peterson said to me with a slight ac­ 
cent which 
betray ed 
his 
Swedish 
birth, of which he was very proud. 
"I was employ ed to m ake hand molds 
which were used in m anufacturing iron 
pipes, and one day the thought slid 
Into my head that if all this could be 
done by m achinery it would be better 
or m ore accurately done, and it would 
be possible to turn out four or five 
tim es as m any pipes in a day as could 
be done by hand work. 
So I got to 
thinking, and after a little 
thinking 
about it the Idea for th e 
ap p aratus 
cam e to me, and I m ade the model. 
It 
worked perfectly , and they tell me it 
has passed into g eneral use.” 
"W hat 
did y ou get out of it?” I 
asked. 
He smiled. "O nly gratification, noth­ 
ing else. I m ade th e m achine, and It 
worked. T h a t was enough; somebody 
else got the money . 
"B ut,” said he, “the idea of another 
kind of m achine has com e to ine, and 
if it w ere not for one thing I would 
m ake a m achine which would drive a 
balloon or a large kite in any direc­ 
tion, even against the wind. 
I have 
long thought that if birds can fly , 
even heavy birds like eagles or wild 
geese, there is no reason why a m a­ 
chine which im itated 
th e ir m otions 
could not be adapted to a kite or a 
balloon or even fitted with wings, like 
large sails. 
‘‘I worked out the m ach ine all right, 
hut th ere was just one th ing th a t was 
lacking. 
Of course, I could not use 
coal for generating ste a m ; th a t would 
be too heavy . 
I invented an am m o­ 
nia engine, but I found th a t was too : 
ex pensive and was also unreliable. So 
I have put my m achine aside. 
Some 
day aorne one will discover som e kind 
of fuel which can be used in a m a­ 
chine capable of driving a balloon or 
a kite in any req uired direction, even 
against the wind. 
W hen th a t fuel is 
obtained I may show the world that 
It is possible to fly . 
If I can do th at 
th e honor then a ttach ed to ray nam e 
will be worth to me a g re a t deal more 
than any money ." 
About eight y ears ago C harles Pe­ 
terson died. 
He lived long enough to 
learn 
th a t the fuel—g asolene— which 
he ex pected some one to discover had. 
in fac t, been discovered. 
But he was 
old, som ew hat infirm, and unable to 
tak e advantag e of this discovery . And 
y et as he heard of the initial achieve­ 
m ents of the W rig ht b ro th ers and of 
th e o th ers in the field of aviation, he 
felt a sense of self-congratulation, for 
lie 
believed 
with 
all 
his 
oul that 
could he lur e had gaso lene 30 y ears 
ago, he would have been the first to 
teach the world how fly ing could be 
achieved.

USED MAIL TO SELL OPIUM 


Inspector Says Plan W as to Use Play­ 
ing 
Card 
Boxes— Receipts 
$200 a Day.

York.-1—F or 
sending 
opium 
through the mails, in violation of the 
new penal code, Lee Dick, twenty -six 
y ears old, said by postal inspectors to 
have carried on the m ost ex tensive 
traffic in opium in the country , was 
held in $1,000 bail for trial by United 
States C om m issioner Craig. 
T estify ing 
before 
C om m issioner 
Craig. Inspector Cortely ou said th a t 
Dick 
received 
approx im ately 
$200 
daily for the opium he sent to all 
parts of the country . 
His plan, th e inspector said, w as to 
send opium in small tin box es and 
play ing-card box es. 
His patrons, ac­ 
cording to the inspector, returned the 
box es with the money . 
Mr. Cortely ou 
declared Dick s custom ers are 
s c a t­ 
tered all over 
the country , as far 
south as Florida and west alm ost to 
the Pacific coast. 
Until th e new penal code wras adopt­ 
ed by th e governm ent, persons who 
sent opium and other habit-form ing 
drugs th rough th e mails were not lia­ 
ble to arrest. 
T h e only penalty w as 
confiscation of th e drugs when found. 
U nder the new law, the offender is 
liable to a fine of $1,000 and two y e a rs ’ 
im prisonm ent.

“ Fighting Bob” Dead at Washington 


After an Illness cf a Few Hours. 


AN ATTACK OF INDIGESTION 


Seizure Followed a Luncheon at W hich 


the Old Admiral W as the Gayest cf 


the Gay, and in Three Hours. Bluff 


Sea-Fighter, W ho Had Faced Many 


a Storm 
of Shot and Shell, Had 


Bowed to the Final Foe. 


Washington, Jan. 4.—Following an 
Illness of less than three hours. Rear 
Admiral Robley I). Evans, familiarly 
known to the American 
people as 
"Fighting Rob” Evans, died at his home 
1n this city at 5 o’clock last evening. An 
acute attack of indigestion which came 
on after he had eaten his luncheon, 
was the cause of death. 
With Admiral Evans at the time of 
his death were his wife and his daugh- , 
ter, 
Mrs. 
Harold 
Sewall. 
Another : 
daughter, the wife of Captain C. C j 
Marsh of the United States navy, ar­ 
rived later from Norfolk. 
His s< n j 
Frank Taylor Evans, is a lieutenant j 
in the navy, attached to the United 
States ship Mohican, now stationed at j 
Olongalo, in the Philippines, 
\rran. . - j 
merits for the funeral have been plac.v d 
In the hands of the navy departm nt. 
Admiral Evans’s body will be accord­ 
ed all m ilitary honors and the burial 
will take place Friday afternoon in 
Arlington national cemetery. 
According to members of the fam- , 
ily. Admiral Evans was to all appear-, 
ances in the best of health up to the 
time of his fatal illness. 
At luncheon 
he was the gayest person at the table, 
and laughed and joked all through Hie 
meal. 
Shortly before 5 o’clock Admiral E v ­ 
ans complained of difficulty in breath­ 
ing. 
His daughter, Mrs. Sewall, who 
was 
in 
the foom at the 
moment, 
propped him up with pillows. 
The 
abdomen became distended and the 
admiral's 
difficulty 
in 
getting 
his 
breath increased. 
Suddenly his head 
dropped to one side as he lay in this 
half-sitting posture. 
In that instant 
death came. 


A Notable Record. 


To the country generally “ Fighting 
Bob” Evans was the hero of the new 
navv. 
It was his fortune to he on the 
«pot in several seas when decisive ac­ 
tion was necessary to uphold his coun­ 
try's dignity, and his method of stand­ 
ing up for the rights of Americans and | 
the glory of the flag sent responsive 
thrills from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific. Evans was a commanding figure 
in big things, a history maker, and al­ 
though he was denied at the close ot 
his long service the honor he wanted 
mast, a vice admiralty, there was no 
doubt that he found some compensa­ 
tion in the enthusiastic regard of the 
people. 
In Valparaiso, in 1891, with one gun 
boat, the Yorktown, to hack his word-, 
he bristled up to the Chilean govern­ 
ment, brought about an apology for an 
assault on American sailors, and did t 
as much to enhance the reputation of 
his country as could have been gained 
by a battle, 
it was off Valparaiso

In the civil war he participated 
in the desperate assault upon and cap­ 
ture of Fort Fisher. 
A forlorn hope 
made up of volunteers from the fleet, 
was sent against the works, regarded 
up to that time as impregnable. It was 
one of the most sanguinary assaults 
of the war. 
When it was over Mid­ 
shipman Evans lay amid corpses piled 
In the trench at the foot of the breast­ 
works, fairly riddled with bullets and 
half strangled between the dead and 
dying. 
He had been shot through both 
leg s and had received many wounds 
in the body. 
A bullet through the 
right knee caused a permanent stiff­ 
ness. 
Evans was promoted hv act of 
oongress 
for conspicuous 
gallantry, 
and sailed for China in the Delaware. 
e flagship of Vice Admiral Rowan 
Upon his return to the United States 
eutenant Commander Evans was as- 
.igned to ordnance duty until 1870, the 
year he married Charlotte Taylor, a 
daughter of Frank Taylor of Wash­ 
ington and a granddaughter of General 
Daniel Morgan. 
In 1881 he was detail­ 
ed as equipment officer at the Wash­ 
ington navy yard and became much 
interested in the practical working of 
iron and steel. 
He was a member of 
ihe first advisory hoard, whose report 
laid th~ foundation of the new navy. 
It was upon a resolution offered by 
Evans that steel was adopted as the 
material for the construction of our 
fighting ships. 
In 1893 Evans was made a captain, 
and in 1898. as commander of the bat­ 
tleship Iowa, took part in the destruc­ 
tion of the Spanish fleet in Santiago 
harbor.

Breeders’ association at their annual 
session here. 
Professor Craig said for 
the most part there was no value what­ 
ever to these preparations, and that 
the breeder who proposes to use them 
should first know, by analysis, what 
th ey contain. 
“ There (Might to he some law by 
w hich the sale of such Tuff ran he reg­ 
ulated,” 
said 
Professor Craig. 
“ It 
would mean a saving of these thou­ 
sands of dollars if it could he made ef­ 
fective. 
“ In spite of the claims to the con­ 
trary of the manufacturers and deal­ 
ers in these medicines, hog cholera is 
something real, a disease the Indiana 
breeder has to fight. 
As long as you 
listen to the fellow who has some med­ 
icine to sell who t(‘1 Is you there is no 
such thing as cholera, but that the 
disease is merely an intestinal inf°c- 
tlon, you are not only going to lose 
your own hogs, but are going to spread 
the infection to the herds of your 
neighbor.” 
Professor Craig said the way to pre­ 
vent hog cholera was to supervise the 
im|K)rtation of hogs from states where 
Cholera is known to exist. 
He said a 
law should he passed establishing such 
supervision, with adequate money to 
enable the officials to enforce it prop­ 
erly.

Conciliation in China Now Seems Out 


of the Question. 


Shanghai, Jan. 4.— There is a gen­ 
eral belief here that fighting will soon 
begin again. 
The withdrawal of Tang 
Shao Yi as government comraisaioner 
to the peace conference practically 
terminated all negotiations for a cessa­ 
tion of hostilities. 
Dr. Wu Ting Fang, 
the leading republican commissioner, 
has invited Premier Yuan Shih Kai to 
come to Shanghai himself and carry on 
the negotiations, but nobody expects 
that the prime minister will comply, 
and the revolutionists will certainly 
not send representatives to Peking. 
Tang Shao Yi is keenly disappointed 
at the hopelessness of the outlook and 
the failure of his efforts which until 
lately he felt convinced would lead to 
poaoe. 
He says he has done his best. 
He will not act against Premier Yuan, 
whom he does not wish to embarrass, 
and will not accept a portfolio in the 
cabinet of President Sun.
